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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not persuasive for reason 
of record. Additionally, applicant argues that the oils disclosed by Kincs have such low melting point that they are not capable of 
solidification at the temperature range disclosed by Kincs; thus, it must be concluded that Kincs must have used at least partially 
hydrogenated oil. This argument is not supported by factual evidence and it is contrary to the disclosure of Kincs. While Kincs disloses the 
oil is typically partially hydrogenated oil, there is no disclosure that the oil is only hydrogenated oil. Applicant's attention is direct to claim 1 
which only recites vegetable oil and not hydrogenated vegetable oil. The same disclosure is found on column 4 lines 13-15. While Kincs 
preferred embodiment might be hydrogenated oil, the disclosure is not limited to only hydrogenated oil. Furthermore, the oils are the same 
type of oil claimed and the temperature difference is not significant because Kincs discloses about 12.8 degree C which tmeans the 
temperature can vary from this point and can be lower to not be patentably significant from the 5 degree C as claimed. Furthermore, Kincs 
discloses the temperature is not restricted to the range claimed and can vary depending upon the vegetable oil being process, the type of 
device and the type of equipment downstream of it. With regard to applicant's comment about the use of ice water. The examiner 
maintains her position that the teaching of the baking book to use cold water would readily suggest to one skilled in the art to use ice water 
because it is readily apparent that there are two ways to make cold water; one is to refrigerate the water and the other way is to add ice to 
water. If refrigerated water is not readily available, then it would have been obvious to add ice to water. This variation would have been 
readily apparent to one skilled in the art, particularly in view of the fact that ice water is commonly used in making pie crust. A search from 
dialog is included with this action to show evidence of the well known fact that ice water is commonly used in making pie crust. 
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
